Funeral services for 34- 
year-old Kevin Gilstorff, who 
died in a one- car crash on 
Wayne Road early Sunday 
morning, will be held at 10:30 
a.m. today at the Crane Fu¬ 
neral Home. 

Two key factors in his death 
were: he apparently was wea¬ 
ring no seat belt and fell 
asleep at the wheel, while he 
was traveling around a curve 
while traveling southbound 3/4 
of a mile north of Pennsylva¬ 
nia Road, Romulus Traffic Of¬ 
ficer Cliff West revealed 
Tuesday. 

The accident occurred 
about 2:15 a.m. Sunday, when 
the four door 1999 Pontiac 
went out of control on the 
curve and collapsed into a 
ditch. 

West said there is no evi¬ 
dence that drugs or alcohol 
were a factor in the accident. 

Mr. GilstorfPs death is mag¬ 
nified in its tragedy by the fact 
that his wife, Dawn, had died a 
little over a year ago (June 6, 
1999), leaving behind a three- 
year-old daughter, Kayla, 
Councilman William Wad¬ 
sworth told the council mem¬ 
bers Monday night. 

Wadsworth said Mr. Gils¬ 
torff was his neighbor for 
about six years and that both 
he and his wife, Jean, were 
deeply saddened by his death.

Westland motorist almost 
dies pushing stalled vehicle

It was approaching 8 p.m. 
when David Sharlow’s 1983 
Lincoln Towne car ran out of 
gas. 

Sharlow, 56, of Westland, 
and his passenger decided to 
get out of the vehicle and push 
the car. 

That decision almost proved 
fatal for Sharlow. 

Sharlow went to the rear of 
his car and his passenger, on 
the driver’s side of the vehicle, 
began to push the vehicle 
southbound on Merriman 
Road. 

At the same time, a car trav- 


eling in the same direction 
and driven by 22-year-old Ted 
Whitehead, also from West- 
land, suddenly rammed into 
Sharlow, pinning him between 
the two vehicles. 

Wayne police and Emer¬ 
gency Medical Unit were im¬ 
mediately dispatched to the 
accident scene. The victim was 
rushed to Annapolis Hospital 
for treatment. 

According to police reports, 
Whitehead was also south¬ 
bound and was behind a truck 
when the truck driver sud¬ 
denly changed lanes and drove 
around the victim’s vehicle. 

According to the police re¬ 
port, Whitehead told police 


that he didn’t have time to re¬ 
act to the situation and struck 
Sharlow. He also said the 
lights in the vehicle the victim 
was pushing were not on. 

Nevertheless, Whitehead 
was ticketed by Wayne police 
for not having control of his ve¬ 
hicle, as required by law. 

“Alcohol was not a factor in 
this accident,” said Wayne Po¬ 
lice Chief Mike Sumeracki. 

Police noted that the acci¬ 
dent, such as the one involving 
the victim, could have been 
prevented if the drivers had 
put on the vehicle’s emergency 
flashers. They warn that push¬ 
ing a vehicle from behind is 
taking one’s life in their hands.

Oh Deer! Crashes impact Southeast Michigan

It’s that time of year again Cau¬ 
tious motorists’ feet move a little 
more readily to the brake when 
they spot shadows alongside the 
road, as they try to avoid a run-in 
with Bambi. And with good rea¬ 
son. It’s the season for car-deer 
crashes, which account for about 
3.4 per cent of all crashes in the 
state. 

There were 5,465 deer-vehicle 
crashes in Southeast Michigan 
last year, according to figures re¬ 
leased by SEMCOG, the Southeast 
Michigan Council of Govern¬ 
ments, based on crash data re¬ 
ceived from the Michigan Depart¬ 
ment of State Police. 

Deer-vehicle crashes figures 


were nothing to be sneezed at in 
the tri-community area last year. 
Nineteen of Sumpter Twp.’s 120 
car crashes involved deer, 
amounting to 15.8 per cent of all 
crashes. And 28 of Van Buren 
TWp.’s 851 crashes involved deer. 

While the greatest number of 
overall crashes occurred between 
3 and 6 p.m., the greatest number 
of deer crashes occurred between 
6 and 9 p.m. The largest percent¬ 
age of all crashes involving deer 
occurred between 3 and 6 a.m. 
(144 per cent), followed by 9 p.m. 
to midnight (8.1 per cent). 

As most would guess, rural ar¬ 
eas saw the highest ratio of deer 
crashes to total crashes. In some 
communities, nearly»40 per cent of 
the total crashes for the year in¬ 


volved deer. In Washtenaw Coun¬ 
ty’s Sylvan Twp., 36.7 per cent of 
the total 297 crashes involved 
deer, and Marion Twp. in Liv¬ 
ingston County, reported 39.1 per 
cent of crashes on its roads in¬ 
volved deer 

SEMCOG is a member of the 
Michigan Deer Crash Coalition, 
working to decrease the vehicle- 
deer crashes. This year, the Michi¬ 
gan Department of Natural Re¬ 
sources estimates the deer herd to 
be 1.9 millioa The coalition notes 
that deer crashes occur most fre¬ 
quently during late October, No¬ 
vember and December, usually on 
dark, unlighted roads during early 
morning or late evening com¬ 
mutes. Deer crashes are costly; 
the average insurance claim is 


about $2,000. The coalition recom¬ 
mends the following to help you 
steer clear of deer 

• Look for deer, especially in 
the evening—and slow down if 
you see them. 

• Watch for deer-crossing signs, 
a reminder to drive cautiously. 

• Drive at lower speeds 
through a posted area any time of 
day or night 

• Use common sense; wear 
safety belt, stay awake, alert and 
sober. 

• If you can’t stop, don’t swerve 
out of your lane. It’s generally 
safer to hit the deer than run off 
the road or risk injuring another 
motorist 

• If you hit a deer, report the 
crash to local law enforcement

Parents don’t lose your cool 


Area parents if you sus¬ 
pect your child might have 
meningitis...don’t panic. 

If your child’s tempera¬ 
ture starts to go through the 
roof--don’t lose your cool...he 
or she needs your love, 
quick access to medical care 
and the power of prayer. 

No this writer is not a 
para-medic--but has lived on 
both sides of the meningitis 
issue. 

As a teen-ager, I witnessed 
the sudden savage death of a 
10-year-old brother from 
spinal meningitis. 

In that case, my brother 
Gerry showed no abnormal 
signs of serious illness until 
hours before his death early 
in the morning. 

The visiting doctor attrib¬ 
uted the cause to his being 
bitten by an insect that hov¬ 
ered around animals. 

Our only clue is that Gerry 
and his school mates visited 
a zoo three days before his 
death. 

While that incident back 



in the 50’s created shock and 
unbelief for weeks...since 
none in the family heard of 
meningitis prior to this inci¬ 
dent...it proved to be a 
tremendous learning tool for 
me. 

Twenty five years later, my 
daughter Dixie woke up with 
an extremely high fever. My 
non-medically trained 
brain immediately suspect¬ 
ed meningitis. 

Dixie’s overheated body 
was immediately wrapped in 
a blanket, but the heat still 
permeated both the blanket 
and my jacket. 

She was immediately tak¬ 
en to a nearby health clinic 
and within less than an hour 
a local hospital. 


Unlike my brother’s case, 
Dixie fell victim to bacterial 
meningitis -- the same type 
impacting the tri-county 
area today. 

She was placed in an in¬ 
tensive care style unit for 24 
hours and remained on in¬ 
travenous for nine more 
days. 

Medical treatment proba¬ 
bly has progressed amazing¬ 
ly since the mid-70’s in the 
treatment of meningitis. 

But even more impressive 
is the fact that a growing 
number of doctors are real¬ 
izing that your spiritual side 
has a major impact on your 
survival rate. 

To this day I am deeply 
thankful that God inspired 
our dedicated doctor to at- 
to attend her case for 10 
straight days without a day 
off. 

Some doctors even are 
more diligent than re¬ 
porters. And may God con¬ 
tinue to bless them!

Few journalists deserve awards 


According to Publisher 
Mike Wilcox’s column, the 
Michigan Press Associations 
Awards are out and I placed 
in one of the categories. 

Thank you judges. You 
were kind. 

While I’m not so sure that 
I deserved the award, I 
would like to discuss two 
writers who certainly de¬ 
serve international journal¬ 
ism awards, but haven’t re¬ 
ceived any of the big ones. 

The first is Phillip Knight- 
ley, one of the few war corre¬ 
spondents who has retained 
his integrity during the 
Bush-Clinton years. 

Knightly hearkens back to 
the Vietnam War, when most 
reporters still tried to tell 
the truth. 

“When groups of old war 
correspondents gather in a 
bar — as they have been 
known to do -- they shed a 
nostalgic tear for Vietnam,” 
he wrote. 

In Vietnam, the United 
States military armed re¬ 
porters, defended them, 
boozed with them, and in¬ 
cluded them on missions -- 
A1 Gore being the exception 
that proves the rule. 

“Free from any censor¬ 
ship, the war correspon¬ 
dents went where they 
chose, reported the truth as 
they saw it and, according to 
the military establishment, 
thus lost the United States 
the war,” Knightley said, ex¬ 
plaining the military’s fear 
of the press after the 
marines evacuated Saigon. A 
fear that resulted in Kosovo, 
where 2,700 media people 
accompanied NATO forces 
when they waged a war 
against “genocide,” bombing 
Serbia’s women and chil¬ 
dren instead of encounter¬ 
ing combat soldiers. 

Of the 2,700 media people, 
Knightly was one of the few 
who confess that the press 
was only allowed to write 
propaganda. 

“We drowned in wave af¬ 
ter wave of words and im¬ 
ages that added up to noth¬ 
ing,” he said. 

Problem was that almost 
everybody else parroted the 
propaganda so that the 
Kosovo campaign is still a 
secret.

County spending gambles on good times 


Most economists and pri¬ 
vate industry forecasters 
will tell you that any projec¬ 
tions past two years in the 
future are pretty shaky and 
depend entirely on the as¬ 
sumptions folded into the 
projections. 

Politicians at the county 
level (as well as the national 
level) are promising and 
spending for programs as¬ 
suming that the current good 
times will last for the next 
ten to thirty years. 

Wayne County, for in¬ 
stance, has dipped into the 
bond money voters autho¬ 
rized to finance two stadi¬ 
ums in Detroit to the tune of 
$50 million. The money is 



being used to purchase 
property and for other pur¬ 
poses on the “Pinnacle” pro¬ 
ject, a development just 
south of Metro airport. 
County officials project that 
the “tourist tax” (a tax on 
rental cars) will generate 
$160 million more than 
needed to pay off the stadi¬ 
um bonds. The projection as¬ 


sumes the economic climate 
conducive to tourism in the 
area will continue over the 
thirty-year life of the bonds. 

The county is also buying 
property along the corridor 
between Metro and Willow 
Run airports for develop¬ 
ment by the county. The ra¬ 
tionale is that it will create 
jobs in the area, but the 
county expects to make a 
profit on the sale and lease 
of the properties it acquires 
(reportedly some will be by 
condemnation). 

County politicians are not 
the only ones betting on con- 
tinued good times. Both 
presidential candidates 
have plans for spending a 



tary’s attitude is: ’Tell them 
nothing till the war’s over, 
then tell them who won,”’ he 
wrote. Reporters were told 
that they can’t cover battle¬ 
fields nor military areas 
without escorts. Reporters 
could only see and hear 
what was allowed. 

As a result, journalists 
had to decide if they wanted 
to continue as propagandists 
for the Pentagon. Desperate 
for copy, most agreed. 

So, according to journalist 
Robert Fisk, as quoted by 
Knightly, the war produced 
two types of journalists: the 
“frothers” who had “con¬ 
vinced themselves of the jus¬ 
tice of the war and the 
wickedness of the other 
side”; and the “sheep,” who 
blindly followed NATO’s 
word. 

“The most shameful event 
for the media during the 
Kosovo war was a United 
States Congressional fact¬ 
finding mission to Yu¬ 
goslavia between April 18 
and 21,” Knightly wrote. 
“Congressmen felt they 
could trust neither the ad¬ 
ministration nor the media 
to tell them what was really 
happening - what an indict¬ 
ment of war correspondents. 
How did they allow this sor¬ 
ry state of affairs to come 
about?” 

The war ended with few 
Serb military casualties or 
loss of equipment. As the 
lies begin to come out, we 
see that the only casualty 
was the truth. 

“We were not told that the 
CIA helped train the Kosovo 
Liberation Army before the 
bombing began,” he wrote. 
“We were not told that the 
KLA realized its attacks on 
Serb policemen would bring 
retaliation on ethnic. Alban¬ 
ian civilians but it went 
ahead anyway because it 
hoped that Serbian atroci¬ 
ties would bring in the west - 
- as they did. 

”We did not realize at the 
time that NATO was lying 
when it said it did not delib¬ 
erately attack civilian tar¬ 


gets. It was not until June 
that NATO’s commander, 
General Wesley Clark, ad¬ 
mitted to the BBC’s Mark Ur¬ 
ban that NATO planes were 
targeting civilian targets — 
women and children. 

“We believed NATO whert 
it said it was systematically 
destroying the Serbian army 
in Kosovo, only to learn after 
the war that this was simply 
not so. We believed the fig¬ 
ures the State Department 
and Pentagon released for 
the number of ethnic Albani¬ 
ans murdered by Serbs, only 
to see them come tumbling 
down -- 500,000, then 100,000, 
then 10,000 — when NATO 
entered Kosovo and suffi¬ 
cient mass graves failed to 
materialize.” 

At last count there were 
2,000 bodies between both 
sides, a small number for a 
civil war. I believe that 
600,000 perished in our War 
Between the States. 

Though this number was 
tallied by the UN, it’s almost 
impossible to read it here, 
except on the Internet, 
thanks to modern reporters. 

The other journalist who 
deserves an award for in¬ 
tegrity is the columnist Taki, 
who circulates his “Top 
Drawer” in the New York 
Press, which I read on the 
Net. 

Taki resigned as a colum¬ 
nist in the London Sunday 
Times in order to start “Top 
Drawer,” giving up a 
$130,000-a-year salary and a 
readership of close to two 
million for a slot in a free al¬ 
ternative paper. 

“I don’t regret it, though 
it’s an uphill struggle,” he 
said. “The liberal news me¬ 
dia fill the city’s airwaves, 
magazines and newspapers 
with an endless stream of 
propaganda. Their constant 
attacks on conservative prin¬ 
ciples, on the police and on 
the Christian religion reveal 
just how much they hate the 
idea of a traditional Ameri¬ 
ca. .. . to hell with objectivi¬ 
ty.” 

While I relish my award, 
I’ve done little to move jour¬ 
nalism away from propagan¬ 
da as Knightly and Taki have 
done.

APPENDIX A-ZONING 

AMENDMENT 1.172 

An Ordinance to amend various sections of the Zoning Ordinance 
of the City of Romulus, ARTICLE II; Definitions, ARTICLE IV: 
General Provisions, to included specific standards for long term 
parking and rental car storage; Article XI: Regional Center, Article 
XV: C-3, Highway Service, Article XVII: M-l, Light Industrial, 
Article XVIII: MT-1, Industrial Transportation- 1, Article XIX: M- 
2, General Industrial, Article XX: MT-2, Industrial Transportation- 
2, and ARTICLE XXI: AP, Airport, to refer to the standards in 
Article IV regarding long term parking and rental car storage. 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

PART 1: 

ARTICLE II, DEFINITIONS, Section 2.02 Definitions is amend¬ 
ed to included the following definitions: 

Long-Term Parking Facilities: Any property on which the permit¬ 
ted principal use is for the storage of privately owned, personal 
motor vehicles for a period of twelve hours or more 

PART 2: 

ARTICLE IV: General Provisions 

Section 4.39 Long-term parking facilities, car rental, car leas¬ 
ing, and automobile auction facilities 

A. Long-term surface parking facilities, car rental, car leasing, and 
automobile auction facilities do not represent the highest and best 
use of land within the City; the proliferation of large paved areas 
create a negative image; and surface parking lots are not consistent 
with the objective of encouraging other types of commercial uses, 
such as hotels, offices, and high quality manufacturing facilities that 
provide a greater contribution to the City’s economy. 

B. Long-Term Parking Facilities must meet the following condi¬ 
tions: 

1. Long-Term Parking Facilities located in the RC, C-3, M-l, 
MT-1, M-2, MT-2, and AP District shall be permitted only if the 
entire parking facility is a parking structure. A parking structure 
means that the facility has at least one parking level in a structure 
above the entire area of ground floor parking, or parking above 
some other ground floor use pennitted in the district in which the 
proposed facility is located, or a non-parking related building is 
constructed above the entire area of ground floor parking. Entrance 
driveways, collection booths, and other facilities ancillary to the 
parking facility may be permitted outside of the structure, but sur¬ 
face parking spaces outside of the structure shall not be permitted. 

2. Long-term facilities shall have access to a major thorough¬ 
fare which has a right-of-way width of at least one hundred twenty 
(120) feet at the time of development. This right-of-way width 
requirement applies to the segment of the road extending from the 
entrance of the site to the nearest freeway interchange. 

3. Parking spaces, including parking spaces in a structure, toll 
booths or any related structures shall be located at least four hun¬ 
dred (400) feet from any road right-of-way. 

4. The frontage along the major road shall be of sufficient size 
so that it can be reasonably developed for uses permitted in the dis¬ 
trict in which the proposed facility is located. The Planning 
Commission may recommend that conditions be imposed by the 
City Council requiring development of the frontage prior to the 
parking facility. In imposing such a condition, the Planning 
Commission shall identify two or more phases of the parking facili¬ 
ty which may be developed only after development of the frontage. 

5. The access drive to the site shall be at least three (3) traffic 
lanes wide with a minimum of two (2) incoming lanes. 

6. Such use shall be compatible with proposed land uses in the 
district in which the proposed facility is located and consistent with 
the City Master Plan. 

7. The long-term parking lot shall not adversely impact adja¬ 
cent land uses. 

8. The entrance to the parking area shall be landscaped along 
both sides of the entrance road. A twenty-foot greenbelt shall be 
provided around the entire perimeter of the parking facility, exclud¬ 
ing driveway openings. All greenbelts and landscaping shall meet 
the requirements of Sections 4.16 and 4.33. 

9. Overnight or long-term parking of delivery vans or trucks, 
truck tractors, over-the-road hauling trucks, semi’s, or similar com¬ 
mercial vehicles shall be prohibited. Long term parking of recre¬ 
ational vehicles such as motor homes, travel trailers and similar 
vehicles shall be prohibited. 

10. The site plan for Long-Term Parking Facilities shall com¬ 
ply with the City’s Woodland Preservation Ordinance. 

11. The Planning Commission may recommend that the City 
Council not permit long-term airport parking facilities at highly vis¬ 
ible locations that may have a negative influence on the character 


and appearance of the surrounding area. Additionally, added screen¬ 
ing requirements may be imposed to reduce the visibility of parking 
facilities at highly visible locations. 

12. A parking facility in the RC District north of Interstate 94 
existing on or before March, 1998, or in the RC District south of 
Interstate 94, C-3, M-l, MT-1, M-2, MT-2, or AP Districts on the 
date of the adoption of this amendment, may be permitted to expand 
the surface parking area of the lot by not more than five (5) acres if 
the additional land area meets the following conditions: it is adja¬ 
cent to the existing parking facility; it has no access other than from 
the existing parking facility; and it has no other viable use permitted 
by the RC, C-3, M-l, MT- 1, M-2, MT-2, and AP District. Once the 
facility is expanded by a total of five acres, any further expansion 
must meet the definition of a parking structure as defined above. 

C. Car rental establishments must meet the following conditions: 

1 . Adequate parking is provided specifically for the car rental 
establishment. 

2. All storage of vehicles shall be within a parking structure. 
A parking structure means that the facility has at least one parking 
level in a structure above the entire area of ground floor parking, or 
parking above some other ground floor use permitted in the district 
in which the rental car establishment is located, or a non-parking 
related commercial building is constructed above the entire area of 
ground floor parking. Entrance driveways, collection booths, and 
other facilities ancillary to the parking facility may be permitted 
outside of the structure, but surface parking spaces outside of the 
structure shall not be permitted. 

3. At least twenty (20) feet of greenbelt and landscaping shall 
be provided along the entire frontage (with the exception of the dri¬ 
veway).

4. Customer parking may be provided in the required front 
yard as long as the area is landscaped to the specifications of 
Sections 4.33 and 6.04.

After seven weeks of battles on 
the gridirons, Romulus and 
Belleville have survived, un¬ 
scathed by their opponents, and 
stand two games away from the 
doors of perfection.

Belleville is coming off of an 
impressive 19-7 victory over 
neighboring Ypsilanti, a team that 
always throw everything they 
have at the Tigers. 

Friday night, LaPointe and the 
Tigers pack up their gear and 
head for Dearborn Fbrdson. The 
Tractors have a lot of tradition be¬ 
hind them, “and this one isn’t go¬ 
ing to be an easy one” for La¬ 


Pointe & Co. 

It was surprisingly easy for Ro¬ 
mulus to silence Trenton. With se¬ 
nior quarterback Daniel Jarrett 
turning in his best overall perfor¬ 
mance of the season, the Eagles 
jumped out in front 7-0 late in the 
first quarter, increased their ad¬ 
vantage 27-6 at the half before 
breezing to a 40-6 victory. 

Jarrett got the first Romulus 
score. He opted for the option and 
broke through Trenton’s soft cen¬ 
ter and raced 60-yards for the TD.
